“  TRADE-SCHOOLS  REGULATION 
ACT.” 


March  30th,  1937. 

T>URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  11  of 
T  the  “  Trade-schools  Regulation  Act,”  being 
chapter  54  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936  (Second  Session) ,  His  Honour  the  Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
make  the  following  regulations: — 

Special  Regulations  governing  IIair- 
dressing-schools. 

1.  Hours. — The  hours  of  instruction  for  stu- 
ents  in  hairdressing-schools  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Monday  to  Friday,  inclusive,  9  a.m.  to 
6  p.m.;  Saturday,  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 

Every  student  must  be  allowed  a  lunch  and 
rest  period  of  one  hour  between  the  hours  of 
12  noon  and  2  p.m. 

Each  student  shall  receive  not  less  than  two 
hours’  class  instruction  every  school-day  except 
Saturday. 

2.  Course  of  Study. — A  full  course  of  study 
in  hairdressing  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
one  thousand  hours’  instruction.  Accurate 
records  shall  be  kept  of  the  hours  during  which 
each  student  attends  the  school,  and  no  diploma 
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or  certificate  of  proficiency  shall  be  issued  to 
a  student  by  the  proprietor  or  operator  of  any 
school  until  the  student  has  completed  such 
full  course  of  study. 

3.  Contract.  —  No  student  may  commence 
work  in  a  hairdressing-school  until  a  contract, 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Labour,  has  been 
completed  between  such  student  and  the  pro¬ 
prietor  or  operator  of  the  school,  and  has  ob¬ 
tained  a  permit  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  “  Hairdressers  Act.” 

4.  Services. — A  student  shall  not  work  in  a 
hiairdressing-shop,  neither  can  a  hairdressing- 
school  be  situated  on  the  same  premises  as  a 
hairdress’ing-shop. 

All  persons  obtaining  service  in  a  hairdress¬ 
ing-school  must  do  so  as  models  for  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  students. 

A  charge  for  material  used  or  for  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  any  student  must  in  no  case  exceed  the 
following  scale: —

Facial,  maximum  charge  _  _________  25 


The  charge  for  any  service  not  listed  shall 
not  exceed  5  cents. 

A  person  holding  a  certificate  of  proficiency 
in  hairdressing  issued  by  the  Hairdressers’ 
Association  of  British  Columbia  shall  not  per¬ 
form  any  act  of  hairdressing  in  a  hairdressing- 
school  except  in  the  capacity  of  instructor  to 
students,  excepting  in  the  case  of  a  graduate 
student  of  the  school,  who  may  continue  to 
receive  instruction  for  a  period  of  three  months 
immediately  following  his  becoming  a  certi¬ 
ficated  operator  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Hairdressers  Act.” 

5.  Advertising The  authorized  charges  for 
material  must  not  be  used  in  any  advertising, 
and  the  use  of  any  advertising  relating  to  any 
hairdressing-school  which  may  tend  to  mislead 
is  prohibited,  and  the  keeper  or  operator  of 
any  such  school  may  be  required  to  discontinue 
any  specified  advertisement  or  means  of  ad¬ 
vertisement. 

6.  Signs  and  Notices.- — Hairdressing-schools 
must  carry  a  sign  outside  their  premises  in 
conformity  with  section  7,  subsection  (9),  of 
the  “  Hairdressers  Act,”  and  must  also  post 

,  within  the  premises  notices  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Minister  of  Labour,  informing  the  gen¬ 
eral  public  seeking  service  that  such  service 
can  be  rendered  only  by  students. 

A  notice  setting  forth  the  maximum  charges 
must  be  displayed  in  front  of  each  chair  where 
the  public  is  treated,  but  in  such  a  manner 
as  not  to  be  readable  from  outside  the  premises. 

Any  attempt  to  indicate  to  the  general  public 
that  a  hairdressing-shop  is  operated  on  school 
premises  will  make  registration  liable  to  im¬ 
mediate  cancellation. 

7.  Health,  Sanitary,  and  Safety  Regulations. 
— Every  proprietor  or  operator  of  a  hairdress¬ 
ing-school  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper 
carrying-out  of  all  health,  sanitary,  and  safety 
regulations  upon  and  within  the  school 
premises. 

8.  Fees.- — The  fees  for  registration  and  re¬ 
newal  of  registration  under  the  Act  shall  be 
$5  per  annum:  Provided  that  where  any  other 
trade-school  is  carried  on  on  the  same  premises 
as  a  hairdressing-school  the  fees  for  registra¬ 
tion  and  renewal  of  registration  shall  be  $5 
per  annum  in  respect  of  the  hairdressing- 
school  and  $2  per  annum  in  respect  of  each 
additional  trade-school  carried  on  on  the 
premises,  with  a  maximum  total  fee  of  $25. 

9.  Posting  Regulations. — A  copy  of  these 
regulations'must  be  posted  in  plain  view  within 
the  school  premises. 


Special  Regulations  governing  Barber- 
schools. 

1.  Hours. — The  hours  of  instruction  for  stu¬ 
dents  in  barber-schools  shall  be  as  follows: 
Monday  to  Friday,  inclusive,  9  a.ni.  to  6  p.m.; 
Saturday,  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 

Every  student  shall  be  allowed  a  lunch  and 
rest  period  of  one  hour  between  the  hours  oi 
12  noon  and  2  p.m. 

Each  student  shall  receive  not  less  than  two 
hours’  class  instruction  every  school-day  except 
Saturday. 

2.  Course  of  Study.— A  full  course  of  study 
in  barbering  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one 
thousand  hours’  instruction.  Accurate  records 
shall  be  kept  of  the  hours  during  which  each 
student  attends  the  school,  and  no  diploma  or 
certificate  of  proficiency  shall  be  issued  to  a 
student  by  the  proprietor  or  operator  of  any 
school  until  the  student  has  completed  such 
full  course  of  study. 

3.  Contract.  —  No  student  may  commence 
work  in  a  barber-school  until  a  contract,  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Minister  of  Labour,  has  been 
completed  between  such  student  and  the  pro¬ 
prietor  or  operator  of  the  school. 

4.  Medical  Certificate. — No  student  shall  be 
enrolled  until  he  has  obtained  a  medical  certi¬ 
ficate  certifying  that  he  is  free  from  all  infec¬ 
tious  or  contagious  disease.  Such  medical 
certificate  shall  be  deposited  with  the  operator 
of  the  trade-school  where  the  same  shall  be 
available  for  inspection  at  all  times. 

5.  Services.— A  barber-school  shall  not  be 
situated  on  the  same  premises  as  a  barber-shop. 

A  person  holding  a  certificate  of  proficiency 
in  barbering  issued  by  the  Barbers’  Association 
of  British  Columbia  shall  not  perform  any  act 
of  barbering  in  a  barber-school  except  in  the 
capacity  of  instructor  to  students. 

A  charge  for  material  used  or  for  the  services 
of  any  student  must  in  no  case  exceed  the  fol¬ 
lowing  scale  :—

The  charge  for  any  operation  not  listed  shall 
not  exceed  5  cents. 

The  public  shall  be  served  only  between  the 
hours  of  1  p.m.  and  6  p.m.  At  other  hours 
during  which  the  school  is  open  service  shall 
be  rendered  only  to  non-paying  clients  serving 
as  models. 

6.  Signs  and  Notices. — Barber-schools  must 
carry  a  sign  outside  their  premises  in  con¬ 
formity  with  section  17  of  the  “  Barbers  Act,” 
and  must  also  post  within  the  premises  notices 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Labour, 
informing  the  general  public  seeking  service 
that  such  service  can  be  rendered  only  by  stu¬ 
dents  or  persons  who  have  not  yet  passed  the 
qualifying  examination  in  this  Province. 

A  notice  setting  forth  the  maximum  charges 
must  be  displayed  in  front  of  each  chair  where 
the  public  is  treated,  but  in  such  a  manner  as 
not  to  be  readable  from  outside  the  premises. 

Any  attempt  to  indicate  to  the  general  public 
that  a  barber-shop  is  operated  on  school 
premises  will  make  registration  liable  to  im¬ 
mediate  cancellation. 

7.  Advertising. — The  use  of  any  advertising- 
relating  to  any  barber-school  which  may  tend 
to  mislead  is  prohibited,  and  the  keeper  or 
operator  of  any  such  school  may  be  required 
to  discontinue  any  specified  advertisement  or 
means  of  advertisement. 

8.  Health,  Sanitary,  and  Safety  Regulations. 
— Every  proprietor  or  operator  of  a  barber- 
school  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper 
oarryin/g-out  of  all  health,  sanitary,  and  safety 
regulations  upon  and  within  the  school 
premises. 

9.  Fees. — The  fees  for  registration  and  re¬ 
newal  of  registration  under  the  Act  shall  be 
$5  per  annum:  Provided  that  where  any  other 
trade-school  is  carried  on  on  the  same  premises 
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as  a  barber-school  the  fees  for  registration  and 
renewal  of  registration  shall  be  $5  per  annum 
in  respect  of  the  barber-school  and  $2  per 
annum  in  respect  of  each  additional  trade- 
school  carried  on  on  the  premises,  with  a 
maximum  total  fee  of  $25.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or
